Much of the stook in London of strawbraid, 
an oxenssively large ons. has become momer- 
chantable, Oamp' bundlos of braid have boon 
packed withannd, tho tac of anlphar for bleaching 
tends to rot tho matorial, in some cases tho dyes 
used are pernicious and in othard dostructive. 
So that there will-ba on many shipments, from 
Shanghai ospeointly—as atl the cargo rejected 
hore fads a market there—a total loas. What 
with the bad condition of much of tho etook, the 
growing frauds of the Chinése ia giving short 
measure, irregular makes, inferior straw, bad 
dyos, mixtura of inforior bandles with the better 
kinds, the Tientsin trade is in a bad way, and 
as all shipments from China are now—and justly 
—regarded with divtrust by the homo dealers,

Thoro is oo foreigner 
employed at all, The grounds sre spacious and 
the buildings ara two-storied, semi-forsign in 
atylo and are fairly well built. Bnt everywhore 
the ab:oneo of a master hand is apparent even to 
au amateur, .A portion of the machinery in 
driven by an under-shot water-wheel of small 
diamoter, very badly arrangéd, not producing 
more than half the powor that might be obtained 
ftom that/sourca. The general working manager 
is & native of Hunan, said ¢o possess considerable 
natural ability, but who has never served any 
time at the business, 


The man in charge of the 
machine: 


Nanking man who served an ap- 
prenticoshipin theShanghaiArsenaland possosses 
onty «limited knowledge of the business. The 
machinery is, as only could be expected, very bad- 

_ ly used up, some very expensive pieses not in uso
